There can be no doubt that what we Amer- | 
icans term, and 80 loudly boast of as, the 
liberty of the press, has degenerated in too 
many instances into utter, unmitigated licen- 
tiousness. ‘Nor can there be any doubt that 
the flippancy and ease with which public men 
ere assailed, and charged with the most hei- 
nous offences, has tended much not only to 
corrupt the morals andlower the standard of 
our public officers, but, also to bring journal- 
ism itself into disrepute. To give credence 
to the articles of many newspaper writers, 
one would be induced to believe that Mem- 

ber of Congress was but a synonym for all 

that is licentious, depraved and demoralizing, 
and that our Representatives, in the main, 
are common drunkards. These glowing phil-
